The architects are Pierce ^ Bickford 
of E^mira who^e work oo many acboo) 
buifdinga throughout th^ atate has 
especially fitted them to design 
achool at ructurei which may be eructed 
at a minimum cost and which wiU 
meet all the requirements of the 
modern school. 

Because of the ruJing of the state 
department that the Central achoot 
could not be remodeled or improved 
in any way except under plans recom- 
mended by the state department, ihe 
cost of which work would approximate j 
$35, 000, the attempts of the bjard to i 
utilize the old building have faiki j 
and it will bL^ torn down tmd lh^4 
muti^riai aiid equipment Uiied as far 
Bi' poa?jibie in the new si rue to res. 

The proposed building which will 
front on Pearl street will be In 
rcrslity two separate schools. The 
North end will be de'/otcd to a fix 
graiJo school of the most modern 
construction and equipment, while tht* 
south portion of the building will 
hoti^e the proposed Junior Righ 
achciol, which is merely a combina- 
tion ot the seventh and eighth gr«Kiej 
with the Hiifh school Ireshmen clase 
as a !^eparate section of the High 
school. This will include also a fine 
room for the school Jibrary with a 
separate entrance on the South Acad- 
emy fttreet and superintendent 't 
office, board ot education office, etc. 
On the ground floor then wiH be 
a gymnasium, 40x70 feet ia silts, 
with shower bath and locker rooms 
ziB well a several class rooms. The 
combined study hall and assembly 
room will be on the next floor above, 
dirt?ctly over the gymnasium and ex- 
tending through to th^ roof. It will 
be lighted from the South side and 
from the sky- lights, and will accom* 
modate desks for 250 pupils with a 
capacity in orchestra chairs 
i to take care of an audience 



Part of this number will be ac^ 
commodsted in a large balcony. The 
assembly room will have a small 
stage without Scenery. 

I There are also, on this lloor, 
various class rooms and locker rooms* 
The remainder of Ihe top ttoor will 
hf devoted to class rooms. The 
library room will have stacks for 
6500 volumes. The distrJet has at 
present about 3300 volumes, a 
fact which is not as generally 
appreciated by the residents of the 
districts as it should be^ 

I Each grade and the Junior High 

! school department is provided with 
individual, ventilated lockers for the 
students, and toilets are provided on 
each floor. The heating in all of the 
buildings will be combined with 
Ihe Plenum system of ventilation 

i whereby air is drawn from the out- 
side, forced over tempering and 
moistening coils and then into each 
room in the buildin;;. with a separate 
thermostat to regulate the heat in 
each room. The foul air i% forced 
out of ventilatmg ducts in the walla* 
By the throwing of a single lever 
all of these ducts can be closed the 
moment school is closed, which greatly 
cheapens the coal expense. 

The board of education has seen, 
in process of contruction and com- 
pleted, buildings at EIraira, Towanda, 
Penna,.and other points, similar to the 
buildings designed for Medina^and the 
members are (enthusiastic iti praise of 
their beauty. 

The gymnasium will be thoroughly 
equipped to comply with the recently 
passed state law requiring physicai 
education in the schools and is pro- 
vided with paneled sliding doors in 
the walls which will make the corri- 
dors available for spectatotE at exhi- 
binon drills and games. The roof 
will be of reinforced concrete and 
may be used for open air schools when 
it is deemed desirable to install I hem. 
The East side school will replat:aj 
the Laurel Hill school and the Eliza- 
beth street school and will accommo- 
date six grades, relieving Ihe 5th and 
6th grades of the Central and Oak 
OrchanJ street schools, as many 
scholars now walk from ihe^East side 
to these other schools. This building 
will also be constructed of ^e-^ 
inforced concrete, faced with buff or] 
tapestry brick, with white stone 
trimmings and wilt have eight rooms | 
which will provide tor future growth, 
it_Ja_b«ii#ved, for twent; 



The building will also be so con- 
structed that additions on the back 
may be made at any time without a 
genera) remodeling. The heating 
and ventilation will be the same as 
the Junior High school building^ thera 
will be a toilet on each floor and 
individual ventilated lockera, also 
teachers rest rooms and a principal* b 
office* 

The syttem as designed will give 
the dislrict three six grade school 
in dilTerfsnt sections of the town* 
gathering the 7th and 8th grade 
pupils from all parts of the town into 
the Junior High school. This 
system does not mean the introduce 
tion of any new fads, but rather a 
re- arrangement of the working 
conditions of the schoola
